What  Is  an  Oratorio? 

The  sacred  oratorio  began  as  a  gathering  of  both  people 
and  priests  before  the  oratory,  or  vestibule,  of  the  chapel.  Here 
they  sang  psalms  and  listened  to  Biblical  instruction.  Later  these 
lessons*developed  into  one  theme  set  with  music,  such  as  a  com¬ 
plete  narrative  of  a  prophet's  life. 

The  form  of  this  art  is  like  that  of  opera,  minus  stage  setting, 
acting  and  costumes.  There  are  an  orchestra,  a  chorus,  and 
soloists  The  composer  uses  these  to  develop  his  story.  How¬ 
ever,  since  the  work  is  religious,  the  ideals  portrayed  transcend 
all  operas.  Here  is  the  strength  of  the  oratorio.  Marr'i  great¬ 
est  inspirations  are  conveyed  through  the  medium  of  a  prophet's 
life  and  the  composer  can  use  his  creative  powers  to  their  fwilest 
conveying  this  to  the  listener. 

Elijah  is  rich  material  for  an  oratorio,  including  wch  epi¬ 
sodes  of  his  life  as  his  prophecy  of  the  drought,  his  challenge  to 
the  Baal  worshippers  at  Mt.  Carmel,  his  escape  from  Queen  Jes- 
ebel  and  journey  to  Mt.  Horeb,  and  finally,  his  ascension  to 
Heaven  in  a  fiery  chariot.  Mendelssohn  concludes  this  story 
with  a  triumphant  setting,  of  an  affirmation  of  faith  m  "Lord 
our  Creator."

Gives  Speech  on  Botany 

Dr.  Robert  G.  Brown  showed  pic- 
irres  of  plant  life  in  Alaska  to  col¬ 
lege  students  and  faculty  members 
In  the  Union  lounge  Monday  eve¬ 
ning,  March  28.  His  topic  was  “Why 
I  became  a  botanist.” 

Dr.  Brown  was  scheduled  to  speak 
by  the  science  andi  mathematic  de¬ 
partments.  Ho  was  introduced  by 
Dr.  J.  Gordon  Strong,  head  of  the 
physical  science  department. 

Now  employed  by  the  Berry  seed 
company  in  Ciarinda,  Iowa,  Dr. 
Brown  is  starting  his  seventh  year 
as  a  research  man. 

Ho  explained  how  he  first  took 
botany  as  a  hobby  In  1325  while  a 
high  school  sophomore.  An  experi¬ 
mental  station  gave  him  a  hand 
lens,  and  he  learned  a  new  plant 
dally  for  the  next  three  or  four 
years.  Since  1025,  Dr.  Brown  has 
worn  the  same  lens  around  his  neck 
each  day.

Bearcat  spikemen  opened  the 
outdoor  track  season  with  a  73-63 
win  over  Nebraska  Wesleyan  at  Lin¬ 
coln,  Nebraska.
